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On the morning of October 28, 1958, Liaison Agent Bartlett 
advised that he had seen Mr. Robert Keith Gray, Secretary of the 
Cabinet, at the White House, at which time Mr. Gray mentioned that 
the Cabinet meeting for October 31, 1958, has been cancelled. 

Mr. Gray said that the next Cabinet meeting will be on Thursday, 

November 6 and ashed if it would be agreeable for the Director to 
appear at that time. Mr. Bartlett pointed out to Mr. Gray that 
November 6 was the morning for the National Academy graduation. 

Mr. Gray then said he would leave it entirely to the Director for 
either 9:00 A.M. on that date or the following Cabinet meeting which 
would be on Friday, November 14, 1958. 

On the memorandum advising the Director of this, he stated, 

"I will do it November 6 if it is satisfactory for 9:00 A.M. H."
